It received enough votes in 
New' York to deprive Lewis Cass of 
that state and elect Zachary Taylor 
president. In 1852 the party lost to 
Franklin Pierce, who won every state 
but four. 
J he Know-Nothings. 
It was successful in state elections 
:n 1854 and 185;.), but when it went 
into a presidential election it obtain­ 
ed only the vote of Maryland. This 
was the year Buchanan beat both 
former President Film ore and the re­ 
publican, Fremont. 
C onstlt ii t ional- Un ion. 
In the year I860, the year of Lin­ 
coln, this party put 
John 
Bell 
of 
Tennessee and Edward 
Everett 
of 
M assachusetts on 
its 
ticket.
